LOUISVILLE AND MOBILE. 

How IjonisTillc Chu Secure the Trade 
of 3iobile and the South. 

The Mobile ReKbtcr, of a late date, bad an ar- 
Uele enttUed “Louisville and the bomb,” in 
ablcb occurred tbe tollowlui; senteucet>: “Louis- 
ville doe> not fret tbe tnik or the Southern trade, 
eepeclall; of the Mobile trade, becau^<e she does 
not ask for it; or. If she does, she Denults tbe 
voice of bt. Louts to be beard above her own, 
and in more cox) nt argument.” 

“So luiur as St. Louis has a road which delivers 
fielght In Mobile at rates whtob would astonish 
those flood people at the Hast, and Louisville has 
none, so long will Motdie tiadeiro to St. Louis, 
Instead of~to h-r rival. And tach year that St. 
Louis retains this advantage the loss to Louisville 
will increase in ccmpcu.d ratio." 

There are questions of deep import bound up 
In tbe extracts made above, and questions which 
the people cf Louisville have determined to 
solve. Not that <nly. They have determined 
that any auvautaues possessed by St. Louis shall 
lie equaled, if not « ic^dled. by Louisville. To 
Ibis cud they have stu lied the whole matter- 
looked at it from all points, and the only dlffl- 
euPy in the way Is, that st. Leuts has securod tbe 
vantage-ground of “flr-t in the maiket.” 

Ju't at this i>olDt it may be interesting to see 
wnat are tbe advantages posse>ssed by St. Louis, 
and. knowing them, the next step will he to see 
wbai Louisville has and what she has not. 

bt. Louis, to all iuteuu and purposes, controls 
the Mobile and Uhio railroad from Mobile to Col- 
umbus, ky. — a direct uni almost air line route; 
at Columbus she resbifs by boat to her own 
levet-s; total tail uni water trauspoitation abou 
six bundled milts, p< rhai s a little more, bhe 
has such control over Ibis toad that she can de- 
liver gcoos in Mobile within fortv-eigbt hour 
alter sbii>ment irom her own wharf, and bci 
sDipmenis take precedi'uce ever those from an> 
other ftolni. 

Ixfuluville has a route also— all rati— with this 
diflerence: I is a very crooked route, and puts 
her about T50 mile, dlstaui from Mobile. Yet she 
could deliver irtlgbis is Mcbile within Hfi) 
hours, could she control that route. ThHshi 
cannot do. Her only route ties through Nash- 
ville and Chattaneuga. Pr.m the Latter point she 
will, e’er long, have choice of two routes— one 
via Dalton and Atlanta, (ia.. to Montgom- 
ery, Ala.— in operation the entire distance; 
the other via Uome, Georgia, and Selma, Ala- 
bama, with a short, Mraigbt Hue of road to b< 
built fiom Selma to Interbeci the Mobile anu 
Northern Kaliroao— this short road now la pro- 
e.‘ss of construction. By tbU latter route she 
w 111 be sboul '30 miles from Mobile. But, until 
that route is openel, she has but the one via 
Ifalion. Atlanta, ai.d Montg. mery. As already 
stated, she could by thU route lay freights down 
III Mobile In a:most as short time as bt. Louis can, 
provided she could obtuin equal aUvuutages with 
M. Louis as to pntcedence. It mat be asked why 
-be cannot do so, especially as Mobile trade from 
bt. Louis will go to and fro ou tbe Mobile and 
uhio Railroad, and w ill not go near Chattanooga, 
nor Daiton, nor Atlanta, uoi Montgomery. Just 
at this point Is where the shoe pinches. 

The only Louisville route Is over the Nashville 
and Chattanooga railroad from Nashville. Bui 
the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Com- 
pany has for motiibs discriminated against 
Louisville and In favor of all other points— why, 
it 1> not now ne<'essary to inquire; but most 
especially does that company dlsoiiminate in 
lavor of bt. Louis trade. Why this should be so 
becomes Louisville to discover, and she need not 
go far to do to. Tbe Nashville and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company bolds a lease on the Na.shvilie 
and Noribwesicm road- has held It for some 
time, and has Just secured a new lease for several 
vears. The Nashville uud Northwestern drawt 
the great bulk of lis traOlc from St. Louis; conse- 
quently U Is to the interest of the Nashville and 
Cnattaouoga Railroad Company to throw all 
iM«i*!>lble obstacles in tbe wav to prevent other 
points from Incommoding bt. Louis trade, i bis 
will continue so long as tbe lease holds good, 
making those two roads in effect only one. 

Again; bt. Louis Is endeavoring to lessen tbe 
time to Mobile, recognizing tbe truth that time 
ts monev, and Is now building a road down the 
west bank ot tbe Mlssieaippl to a point oppo>lte 
Columbux, ky. By this new road she will gain 
the difference in Urns b tween rail and water 
transportation for a distance of about two hun- 
dred miles — equal to about six hours. Louis- 
ville, In preparltg to compete with St. Louis, 
must do as Su Louis Is doing— spare no amount of 
money necessary to put nerseif, at least, on a par 
with her rival In time of transit. Ifsbe ran ent un- 
der in time, so mucu tbe better. Next, she must 
make It a neceaalty that she shall have equal ad- 
vantages with bt. iA>uls in the matter of prece- 
dence— that is, her freights must baveprec3denoe 
over her route to Mobile, as bt. Louts frelgbu 
have over her route. Now, what do these two 
oecessiiles demand? 

Flist,to cut loose from all dependence upon 
the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad and all 
other roads that will not accord to Louisville 
freights the preference, or, at the very least, an 
equal showing. Second, to open a new route on 
the very sbonosl possible lin-^ not dr^flecilng for 
bills, nor valleys, nor streams, nor small loans, 
but pushing forward over all obstacles, cutting 
down bills, ailing up valleys, running through 
ridges, and bulidlng. If necessary, long and high 
bridges. The great object in view Is to lessen 
tbe distance, and, of course, the lime. Tbe 
siralgbier tbe road, the better tlm i can be made, 
and with the less weir and tear. Tbe leas the 
time, other things lelnz <qual, the greater 
the trade. Fint co»t jgr mOe la too frequentlj 
the bugbear, when In reality.

time, and time Is money. This Idea has already 
been stated, but K cannot be stated too often, 
nor in terms too strong. It is the great secret in 
building railroads so as to be operated most 
economically, and so as to gather up tbe most 
trade. 

Now the question comes up: can Louisville Ond 
a route which will put her on an equal footing 
with 8t. Louis, In the two requisites of time and 
control? She baa given a partial answer to the 
qneyUoD by projecting the Louisville and Chatta- 
nooga railroad. By the ronie paoposed she will 
be Ofly milea nearer Chattanooga than she Is 
DOW, via Na«hvllle. Then, via Rome and Selma, 
•the would be about 675 milea fFom Mobile, while 
MU Louts would be about 6(K). How to make np 
the difference la tbe next qu*stloa. It may be 
itone by running a straight road frtnn Louisville 
to Chattanooga, caitibg down, fllitng up and 
going through all obatacles not absolutely Is- 
paasable; no coubt tbe dUtanoe could thus be 
reduced 26 or 3U miles, so as not to exceed 250 
miles between the two points, and Louisville 
would, to that point, gain the two great requl- 
slPia. But without a similar gam eiaewbere, the 
would still be Ofty milea beb'.ad St. Louis. Bow 
to gain that fifty miles la an important query. It 
two be done. By runnmg a straight road from 
Chauanooga to Montgomery, Ala>, tbe long de- 
tour via Borne and Selma may be raved, and the 
dtatance from Chauanooga to Montgomery re- 
duced forty or fifty miles. From Monigomeiy to 
Mobile the road la finished, and is very nearly an 
air-line. By tbla route Louisville would be wltb- 
m six hundred and twenty-ave miles of Mobile, 
on an all-rail route, with sole control of all, ei- 
eepi from Montgomery, Ala., and she could, with- 
out difflcuiiy, gain a preference over that portion 
of tbe road. Having no MiasUitppi nver to cross, 
■or transfers to make, she might then count on 



an actual adranuge over St. Louts equal to twen- 
ty-five miles, as the crossing of the Mississippi at 
Columbus, and the double transfer at that point, 
would surely equal fifty miles of railroading. 
By this short route to Montgomery, other great 
advantages could be secured, which mav possibly 
form the subject of an article atalutuie dav. 
Enough has been said now to prove that Louis- 
ville can gain the trade of Mobile If she will. 
Will she do U? 

NOTES OF TRAVEL. 

From California to Limerick iu Forty 
Minutes. 

There was or was to te a turkey shooting yes- 
terday on the commons near the Junction of 
Eighteenth street and what Is known as Dutch 
Ditch. As fine sport was anticipated, and a num- 
ber of crack shots were expected to he on hand, 
a reporter of this paper started for the scene yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Getting on the Walnut street < ars be was taken 
down to Eighteenth street, and getting off there 
started out lowaros the locality at which tbe 
shooting was expected to take place. Before 
going far, the sidewalks gave out, aud then it 
was mud, and slop, aud Ice. Broadway was 
passed, and so thinly settled Is it down there 
that be scarce discerned its whereabouts, uut, 
ou', out, he went, but no place yet at all suitable 
for a turkey shooting. A very mooest Inquiry 
from a half civilized looking fellow, who was 
carrying In his night’s wood, elicited the very en- 
couraging Information that It was “out that wav 
a piece,” It was late when the reporter suited 
on this wild goose chase, and by this 
time tbe sun, wa< not more than an hour high, but 
on he went, out where there were very few houses. 
V’enturlng again to ask a lonely traveler who was 
coming towards town, he answered that. “The? 
usually shoot turkeys occr there behind that 
bouse on tbe commons, but I don’t know as they 
shot any to-day.” This was eucouraglag Indeed. 
A trip over the commons to tbe house, w bleb was 
a quarter of a mile away, revealeu no turkey- 
shooting, however, aud disappointment came 
again. Tbe idea suddenly presented Itself that 
tne shooting might be behind seme of those big 
fences that enclosed tbe few houses that were 
scattered at distant Intervals uboiu the country, 
for U was cow completely out ot the town. With 
this Idea, he was allured along from place to 
place, till the near approach of uight found him 
in California, that little .settlement which, though 
it Is within the city limits. Is generally eon.sld- 
ered to be a region separate and distinct In itself. 
Here people became more frequent than they bad 
at any one.pla*“e since leaving Broadway. The 
same old Inquiry was perpetrated on one of the 
most clever-looklDg of tbe luhubUants, who re- 
plied that there had been a turkey-sbootlug on 
that day somewhere over In the direction ol 
LoulsTllle, but he dll not know the ex- 
act placi. He askea the n porter to come 
In and stay all night, as It was late 
and cold, and there was no hotel In the town. 
This kind inviutlon was appalling, for It caused 
the wanderer to look hack fur the Ursi time since 
tie left Broadway. There was now no Bioadway 
in sight. Nothing could be seen in that direction 
but the lops of two or thres steeples that seemed 
to be up among tbe clouds. All below was mist 
and smoke and nothingness. Tbe sun had gone 
down, aud there wa.« nothing left, but tbe retiring 
ligbtof tbe day. Away to the right ol the tow'n 
could be plainly seen a dome w blch was easily 
recognized as that of the convent of m. Louis 
Bertrand. This was tbe only familiar object in 
view, aud be concluded to start fur it. In hopes 
of gcUlDK at least a clow to tbe road home. Dur- 
ing this time, the clever inhabitant had been 
staring at his visitor with an expression of pity 
and commiseration, and seemed as if be would 
like to takea stranger into bis warm Are and give 
him a taste of the supper the delicious flavor of 
which bad already aflected tbe nostrils aud awa- 
kened tbe appetite ot the hunter of a turkey- 
shooting. Ihe tefhptaiioa to go In and partake 
of the good man’s hospitalities was very great, 
out a pcckeiful of notes coutaluing tbe clay’s do- 
ings of tbe town wulcu lay away over yonder 
ID that cloud of smoke was a drawback which 
could not be disrcgardchl, and, w ith a deal ot 
thanks aud a profound obel.'cance, the reportew 
left tbe man to continue the demolisbment of his 
woodpile and started lor tne beadquarurs of tbe 
‘'OCRifcB-Joi'B.NAL. It was Just dusk then; but 
the red dome of the convent was still visible, 
chough a full mile away, and he tuok It for a 
guide and pm otr in that direction. 

It was over a bleak and barre.-n commons, with 
scaice a habitation in bearing distance. The 
ground was not smooth by any means, and whai 
was an interminable sheet of snow tlmt morning 
had melted, and was scattere 1 about In sheets ot 
Ice— some on tbe level grass aud others over deep 
holes, without any indlcctUon of which wa- 
which, while here and there was a bare place ol 
brow n and sere grass.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

The Absentees— Alter the Holidays— 
Repudiation— The Kentucky Sena- 
tor— The Circuit Judge— An ex- 

Lon isville Lawyer. 

Washikqton, D. C , Dec. '20, 1869. 
The approaching recess of Congress has 
already thinned out the House. But It Is a 
notorious fact that quite a number of mem- 
bers are habitually absent from their post of 
duty; and this direlection is peculiarly appli- 
cable to the Democratic side. Last session it 
was seldom that more than forty Democratic 
votes could be mustered on any projxisition, 
and there was more than one occasion when 
a full attendance would have defeated an ob- 
noxious measure. Most of these were repre- 
sentatives from the Middle and Eastern States, 
whose homes were within a day’s railroad 
travel. Of course it was not pleasant to be 
always In the House to watch all the tricks of 
the enemy, and it was vastly more pleasant to 
be around one’s own fireside; yet, as taese 
gentlemen were sent here, it would have re- 
flected more credit on them to have been at 
their post. The New York members werenl- 
ways on the ofl’endiug list. Frequently, I have 
known only two or three of otir dozen mem- 
bers to be'on the floor, and this custom still 
continues. 

AFTER THE HOUDAY8 

Congress will plunge deep into bnsines.s. 
Among tbe really important measures to be 
again brought forward is the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. Already a number of the delegates 
appointed at the Louisville Convention, to 
urge Congress to give aid to this enterprise, 
have arrived. A bill is in course of pre|.>ani- 
tion, or to speak more accurately, several bills 
are being drafted, aud the one agreed on will 
shortly be presented. I fancy the programme 
will be slightly changed from that of last 
year, and the demands enlarged. Then the 
company only asked for the ‘“right of way.” 
Now I hear that material aid will probably be 
applied lor, in the shape of the Govemmeut 
luauing its bonds for negotiation, instead of 
the company’s; the latter to pay interest, &c., 
and give the Government a first lieu. One 
of the great drawbacks against onr great rail- 
road jirojects has been the depreciation of 
their bonds, which absorbs from twenty to 
fiftv per cent, of their capital. For instance, 
the bonds of a railway would bring, say 80 
per cent, only; thus the company 
starts its operations with a loss of 
twenty per cent, if its own capital. This, 
it is rightfully claimed, will be saved by the sub- 
stitution of’ the government bonds, which 
can be negotiated for par value. And ii the 
Government ought to give aid at all, this is 
preciselv the kind of assistance it should 
give. From an authentic source I learn that 
Gen. Fremont has negotiated for capital to 
the amount of seven millions, contingent 
only on the settlement of the franchises of 
his road — the ‘“33d parallel.” There is every 

indication that Congress will make all grants 
necessary to the furtherance of this project. 
The South is deeply interested in its success, 
and will support it, not one dissenting voice.

I said 
the othe. day the political disability bill, in- 
cluding a large number of Kentuckians, wa.s al- 
lowed to go through the Senate by the Radi- 
cals through the persuasive eloquence of Mc- 
Creery. Sumner even withdrew his objec- 
tions,' which were well taken, to oblige the 
Kentucky Senotor. 

THE CIBCIHT JUDGE. 

And Grant withdrew Yeaman’s name after 
all, aud substituted that of Judge Witlicy, of 
Michigan. This is just like what Grant has 
done invariably where a Kentuckian was iu- 
terested.

AN EX-LOUISVILLE LAWTEK. 

You remember Joe Stewart, who won the 
celebrated case of Russell rs. Southard, iu- 
volving the ownership of several hundred 
acres of land adjoining Cave Hill. .Ho is 
here, large as life, and, as ever, engaged iu 
big cases and making big fees.

THE WHISKY LAW. 

A Protest Against Its Unequal Opera- 
tion. 

At a meeting of the distillers of the Flfih dis- 
trict, held In the cUy of Louisville December 
32d,1809, to consider the proposed reduction of the 
“fermentlBg peilod,” from seventy-two to forty- 
eight hours, the following preamble and resolu- 
Uons were unaolmously adopted: 

Whereas, The Commissioner of Intenial Rev- 
enue proposes to reduce what Is known iu the 
distillation of spirits as the “fermenting period” 
from seventT-two to forty-eight hours; and, 
whereas. In those distilleries where the foitv- 
elght-hour period has been te'<ted, a loss of yield 
has been demonstialed; and lurtber, from our 
own knowledge we do not hesitate to say that a 
tnaximum yield of spirits eannoi be pro- 
duced from grain in forty-eight hours’ fer- 
mentation; and, when as, under the law of 
July 38th, 1868, we prepared our bouses at great 
expense, compiled with all the terms prescribed 
for starting dislinerles, and. In accoi dance wltn 
the expre-sed right In section 6 of sail law, 
nxed our teimentlng period at seventy-two hours; 
tliut with this termentlng peilod we have suc- 
cessfully operaied, have paid promptly and fully 
Ihe tax ou all spirits manufactured by us; that 
under the present law aud fermenting period, 
we do noi believe, with bonesi officers, Ihe pay- 
ment of tax can be avoided; and without honesty 
on the part of storekeepers, gaugers, collertors, 
and assessors, we do not believe It possible to col- 
lect the ux from those who would evade It. It 
mav be suggested that we have not tested the 
foriy-elghi hours’ period ourselves, ami cannot 
therefore speak Irom experience, and that In 
»ome Instances It has been worked successfully. 
In leply to tnw, we say. throughout the distilling 
season, we have “beer,” or masb, of forty-eigbi 
h jurs’ standing. We know at this time the “beer” 
is not “ripe,” and would be run at a lo-s. If 
some have succeeded, they possess an yeast uu- 
knowD to us. 

It Is suggested that we shall actually te-<t the 
proposition by a few weeks’ ‘“run.” We protest 
that we would do ?o at a heavy loss, w ho would 
pay the damage? 

We have expended large sums of money from 
time to time to meet the changes thought proper 
and required bv the Hop. Commissioner at Wash- 
ington, and he will leadll.v undersiand that It Is 
not In a spirit of capiluousness that we ask a 
I evocation of this order. 

\V« have laid in grain and entered Into con- 
tracts with stock men for feeding; and tf allowi d 
time to consume the grain on hand, and close up 
our contracts for feeding, we prefer to close our 
houses rather than risk lementatlon In forty- 
eight hours. Therefore, 

Regolml, 1st, That we respectfully ask to be 
allowed to continue our present fei mentation pe- 
riod of seventy-two hours. 

2. Tbat If such right will not be granted, we 
ask that we be allowed time at present fermenta- 
tion period to use up grain on hand and settle 
our slock contracts, when we will be ready to 
close our bouses. 

a. That in case neither request is granted, we 
respectfully ask to be notified of the fact by the 
Honorable Commissioner at Washington at his 
earliest convenleace. 

4. That our Assessor, Edgar Needham, Esq., be 
requested to forward a copy of these proceedlnks 
to Hon.C, Delano, Washington City.

^V. W. Taylor, a young man belonging to one 
of Ihe first families of the city, U-os been confined 
in Jail here for nearly four months, under an in- 
dictment for killing a negro named Moses Gray, 
on the corner of Preston and Jefierson streets on 
the 8th of September. A writ of habcan corpus 
W68 sued out on Monday and tbe prltoner taken 
before Judge Bruce on the following day and a 
bearing uad. It was proved by several prominent 
physicians that Taylor was laboring under an 
attack of delirium tremens at tbe time. Judge 
Bruce rendered a decision yesterday morning, 
admitting the prisoner to ball In the sum of $10,- 
000. It was immediately given and Tavlor re- 
leas, d. BenoDi Flgg and Robert Snyder went on 
the bond. 

The particulars of tbe killing are pretty well 
known to the public. Taylor says the negro 
struck blm, and he shot him for that, but several 
witnesses testified that Tavlor shot the negro for 
no cause whatever, an 1 without giving him any 
warning or notice. One physician te-tlfled that 
Taylor bad bad tho manla-a-potu for a <lay or 
two, and was under trentmont at tbe time of tbe 
killing.

The tone of the press and the proclaimed 
opinion of some public men iu each country 
suggiat that the present is the most hopeful 
moment to enter upon renewed discussion 
of either of the objections to the lately pro- 
posed convention on the basis of a reuewed 
negotiation. A suspension of the discussion 
of these questions for a short time will allow 
the subsidence of any excitement growing 
oat of the negotiation, or the rejection of the 
treaty, and will enable the two governments 
to approach more readily a solution of these 
great differences. But In communicating 
with Lord Clarendon you will be particular to 
assure him of that desire on your part, and. 
that the suspension be limited to the shortest 
possible time consistent with its object. 

The President hopes her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment will view the propriety of the suspen- 
sion in the same light in which he proposes 
it, as wholly in the interest and solely with 
the view to an early and friendly settlement 
of the question between the two Govern- 
ments.

recent, and might enable the two govern- 
ments to approach more readily to a solution 
of their dltlcrences. 

“Y on have informed me that Lord Clarendon 
saw no objection to this course, and agreed 
with you that it would be well to give time 
for the emotions which bad. been excited of 
late to subside. The President is induced to 
believe sufficient time may have now elapsed 
to allow the subsidence of those emotions, 
aud that thus it may be opportune and con- 
venient, at the present conjuncture, to place 
in your hands, for appropriate use, a dispas- 
sionate exposition of the just causes oi com- 
plaint of the Government of the United States 
against that of Great Britain.” 

Mr. Fish continues with a lengtliy state- 
ment of the acts and events which disturbed 
the otherwise amicable relations of the two 
governments, commencing with the precipi- 
tate aud unfriend y recognition by the Brit- 
ish Government in May, of the belliger- 
ent rights of insurgents, and continued by 
the permission for fitting out armed cruisers 
against merchant ships of the United States, 
which were destroyed by captors who liad 
no ports of their own in which to refit or 
condemn prizes, and whose only nationality 
was the quarter-deck. The number of our 
ships thus directly destroyed amount to nearly 
200, and the value of property destroyed 
to many millions. 

Indirectly the eflect was to increase the 
rate of iosuraijce in the United States, to 
diminish exports and imports, and otherwise 
obstruct domestic iiidustiy and production, 
and to take away from the' United States im- 
mense foreign commerce, aud transfer this to 
the merchant vessels of Great Britain. Thus, 
ID effect, war against us was carried on from 
the ports of Great Britain by British subjects 
in the name of Confederates, On the land it 
was in like manner the muDitions of war and 
wealth, drawn by the insurgents from Great 
Britain, which enabled them to withstand, 
year after year, the arms of the United States. 
In the mi^t of all this, remonstraueea of the 
Government of the United States were prompt, 
earnest and persistent The Queen’s Mmis- 
ters excusea themselves by the alleged defects 
in the municipal law of tbe country. Learued 
counsel either adduced that the wrongs com- 
mitted didn’t constitute a violation of the 
municipal law, or gave sanction to artful devi- 
ces of deceit to cover up such violations of 
the law; and strange to say, the courts of 
England, or of Scotland, up to the very high- 
est were (x:cuplcd month after month with 
tbe tecbnicaliiies of State constructions iu 
this respect, while the Queeu’s Goverumeut 
itself, including the omnipotent Parliament, 
which might have settled these questions iu 
one hour by appropriate legislation, sat with 
folded arms, uumiudful of its obligations, and 
suffered ship after ship to be constructed in 
its ports to wage war on the United States. 

We bold that the iuternational duty of the 
Queen’s Government in this respect was above 
and iudependent of tbe municipal laws of 
England. It was a sovereign duty attaching 
to Great Biitaiu as a sovereign power. The 
luunicipal law was but the means of punish- 
ing individual wrong-doers. The law of na- 
tions was the true and proper rule of duty for 
the Government. If tbe municipal laws were 
defective, that was a domestic luconvenience, 
of concern only to tbe local government, aud 
for it to remedy or not by suitable legislation, 
as it pleased; but no sovereign power can 
rightly plead the defect of its own domestic 
penal statntes as a justification or 
extenuation of an international wrong 
done to another sovereign power. When the 
defects of the existing laws of Parliament had 
become apparent, the Government of the 
United States earnestly entreated the Queen’s 
Ministers to provide tbe required remedy, as 
it would hav« been easy to do by a proper 
act of Parliament, but thia tbe Queen’s Gov- 
ernment refused. The United ntates at an 
early day in their history had set the 
example of repressing violations of 
nentrallty to the prejudice of Great 
Britain by their own authority and in 
tbe discharge of their own national duty with- 
out waiting for assistance of tbe municipal 
statute. They afterward enacted such stat- 
utes for their own convenience aud as at- 
testation of their good faith toward other na- 
tions; and on special occasions where defects 
were perceived in such cases, we enacted

If Great Britain had so understood her na- 
tional duty oo this occasion, the would have 
done much to save tbe two countries from the 
present controversy and all its mssible conse- 
quences. Tbe common law of England is tbe 
common law of tbe United States. In both 
countries, and certainly in England, revenue 
seizures are made daily, and ships prevented 
from going to sea on much less cause oi tus- 
picion than attached to suspected ships of tbe 
Confederates. In both countries, and not leas 
England, the previous order of government 
for its Bubsequeut approval covers the acts of 
subordinate officers. In both countries, or, 
if not in England, assuredly in tbe United 
States, under the municipal laws tbe Govern- 
ment finds no difficulty in arresting ships 
chargea with actnal or intended violations of 
tbe sovereign rights or neutral daties of 
States. Sigaal examples of this occur in the 
history of tae United States. 

[Note. — T he arrest of the bark Murray dur- 
intr the Russian war is stated as one case in 
point But although such acts of violation of 
the law were frequent in Great Britain, and sus- 
ceptible of complete technical proof, notorl- 
onsly flaunted directly in the face of the world, 
varnished over, if at all, with tbe shallowest 
pretexts of deception, yet no efficient step ap- 
pears to have been taken by tbe British Goy- 
emment to enf(H£« the exeention of 
Its municipal laws or vindicate the mt^jes- 
ty of its outraged aoyereign power; 



and the Government of the United States 
bellevcs it would conc-lrc it«<lf wanting 
in respect for Great Britain to impute that 
the Queen 8 niiulrtters are so much hampered 
by judicial diflieultks that the local adminis- 
tration is reduced to ^uch a state of legal im- 
potencyas to deprive the Governineift of iL« 
capacity to uphold its soverignty against lo- 
cal wrong doers or it.s neutrality as rcganls 
other Bovereigu powers. If, indeed, it were 
to, the case of reclamatiou ou the 
part of tlic United Slates would only be 
the more positive and sure; for the law of 
uatious assumes that each government is ca- 
: pable ot dischuriiing its international obliga- 
I lion.-; and perchance if it be not, then the ab- 
sence of such caimbility is itself a fjiecitic 
ground of responsibility for consequences. 
But Ihe Queeu’s Government would uot be 
content to admit, nor will the Government of 
Uie United States presume to impute to it, 
such political organization of British eiiipirk* 
a.s to imply any want of legal ability on its 
part to discharge in the amplest manner all 
its duties of sovereignty and comity towards 
other powers. 

It rt-iuains only iu this relation to refer to 
one other point, namely, tlie question of negli- 
gence ou the part ol officers of the British 
Government, whether superior or subordi- 
nate, to detain Confederate cruisers, 
aud especially the Alabama. On this point 
the President conceives little now need be 
said, for various urgent reasons. First, the 
mutter has been extensively discussed aJnady 
by the department, or by successive Ameri- 
can niinisicrs. If the question of negligence 
be discussed with frankness, it must be tn-at- 
cd iu this iD.-^hmce as a cose of extreme negli- 
gence, which Sir Wm. Jones has taught us to 
regard as equivalent or approximate to evil 
intention. 

The question of negligence, therefore, can- 
not be presented without danger of thought 
or language disrespectful toward the Queen’s 
ministers; and tbe President while proposing, 
of coarse, as his sense of duty requires, to sus- 
tain the rights of the United States in all their 
amplitude, yet intends to speak and act in re- 
lation to Great Britain in the same spirit of 
international respect which he expects from 
her in relation to the United States; and he is 
sincerely desirous that all discussions between 
the goveniments may be so conducted as not I 
only to prevent any aggravation ot existing 1 
difilcnlties, but to teud to suck reasonable I 
and amicable determination os best becomes 
two great nations of common origin and con- 
scious dignity and strength. | 

I assume, therefore, pretermittiug detailed j 
discussion iu this resiiect, that the uegligenco 
of the officers of the British Government iu i 
, the matter of tbe Alabama at least was gross ' 
and inexcusable, and such as indisputably ' 
to devolve upon that Government the full re- i 
sponsibility for all the depredations commit- i 
ted by hA*r. Indeed, this conclusion seems iu 
effect to l>e conceded in Great Britain. At all j 
events, the United States conceive that the 
proofs of responsible negligcuce in the matter 
are so clear that there b no chance for debate 
on the point, aud it should be taken for 
granted in all future negotiations with Great 
Britain. 

It is impossible not to compare and contrast 
the conduct of the States generally us regards 
Great Britain on the occasion of the revolt of 
the British colonies, with that of Gteat 
Britain as regards the insurrection in the South- 
ern States. No fleets were fitted out by 
America in ports of tne Netherlands to prey 
ou the commerce of Great Britain. Only in a 
single instance did American ernisers have 
teinporaiy harborage. The export of muni- 
tions of war fnim the Netherlands was 
forbidden by the States General, 1 
tlie more completely to fulfill the j 
duty of amity and neutrality toward I 
Great Britain; but nevertheless Great Britaiu 
treated a declaration of neutrality by the | 
States General and the observance of that 
decluratiou as sufficient cause of war t^ainst 
the Netherlands; prior to which the Biitish 
Government coutinuullj complained of occa- 
siODul supplies derived of cotton, «&c., 
from the island of St. Eustis. 
We complain that by reason of the im- 
perfect discharge of its neutral duties on the 

i mrt of the Queen’s Goverumeut, Great 
iritain became the militarv, naval and finan- 
cial basis of insurgent warfare against the 
United States. We complain of the destruc- 
tion of our merchant marine by British ships, 
manned by British scamcR, armed with British 
guns, dispatched from British dockyards, 
and sheltered ard harbored in British ports. 
We complain that by reason of the policy 
and the acts of the Queen’s ministers, injury 
incalculabie was inflicted on tbe United States. 
Nevei'tbelecs the United States manfully aud 
resolutely encounteicd all the great difficulties 
of the situation, foreign aud domestic, and 
overcame them. We endured with proud pa- 
tience this manifestation of hostility. We en- 
tered on a great war by sea and laud, and we 
marched to the field hundreds of thousands of 
soldiers, aud we expeuded hundred.s of mil- 
lions In treasure lor their support. We lav- 
ished the blood of our bravest aud best 
in battle as ii it were but water. 

We submitted to all privations without a 
murmur, we staked our lives, our fortunes, 
and our honor ou the issue of tbe conbat; 
and, by the blessing of God, we came out of 
a deadly struggle victorious, and with cour- 
age proved, strength unimpaired, power aug- 
mented, aud our place fixed among nations 
second to none. We may without presump- 
tion say to the civilized world Providence 
has smiled on onr exertions, aud in the 
hour of supreme trial we felt that, 
while mindful of good will shown us by 
friendly powers in the hour of trial, we could 
afford to account in moderation with others, 
which, like Great bntain hod, as we thought, 
sp iculated improvidently, and to their own 
discomfiture, on the unexpected dismember- 
ment and downfall of the great American rc- 
pnblic. As to Great Britain, w'e had special 
and peculiar causes of grief. She had pre- 
maturely, as we deemed it, aud without ad- 
equate rttason,'a warded statos of belligerency 
to iusnrgents, but the act of itself, and by its 
incoherent nature, was ol neutral colors, and 
that which, however, we might condemn it in 
particular cases we could not deny to be of the 
competency of a sovereign State. Other Eu- 
ropean governments also recognized tbe bel- 
ligerency of insurgents, but that Great Britain 
had shared the measure, indefinite of itself to 
one of wrong to the United States, is evi- 
denced by the constant and efficient aid in 
ships and'muuitlons of war which she fur- 
nished to tbe Confederates and in the permis- 
sion or negligence which enabled the Confed- 
erate cruisers from their ports to prey on the 
commerce of the United States. Great 
Britain aionc had founded on that recogni- 
tion a systematic maritime war against the 
the United States, and this to effect the estab- 
lishment of a slave government, as to which 
Mr. Bright might well say: “We supply the 
ships, we supply the arms, the muuitious of 
war, we gave aid and conalort to the foulest of 
crimes. Englishmen only do it.” 

After further discussiou of the subject, Mr. 
Fish says; The President, in addition to these 
general reasons, thinks the provisions of Uie 
Constitution were inadequate to provide rep- 
aration from the United States in tbe manner 
aud to the degree which he considers tbe 
United States entitled to redress. Other 
spiecial reasons for tbe same conclnsions have 
been explained iu a previous dispatch, sueb, 
namely, as tbe time and circumstances of tbe 
negotiation, the complex character of tbe 
proposed arbitration as a chance agency, its 
results, and Its failure to determine any prin- 
ciple or otherwise to fix on a stable founda- 
tion the reforms of the two Governments. 

The President is not yet prepared to pro- 
nounce on the question of the indemnities 
which he thiifks were dne by Great Britain to 
Individual citizens of the United States for 
the destruction of their property by rebel 
cruisers fitted out in the ports of Great 
Britain; nor is he now prepared to speak of 
tbe re^ration which be thinks due by the 
British Government for tbe larger a<K!oant of 
the vast naval injuries she has inflicted on the 
United States; nor does be attempt now to 
measure the relative effect of the various 
causes of injury by the untimely recognition 
of belligerency, by soffering the fitting 
out of rebel cruisers, or by the supply 
of ships and arms and mnnitiODS of war to 
Conftxieratcs or otherwise, in whatever man- 
ner, nor does it fall in tbe scope of this dis- 
patch to discuss the important changes In the 
rules of tbe public law, the desirableness of 
which has been demonstrated by the imfl- 
dents of the last few years now under consid- 
eration, and which, in view of tbe maritime 
power of the commerce of Great Britain and 
the United States, it would be fit for them to 
mature and propose to the other Statea of 
Christendom. 

All these are sabjects of future considera- 
tion, which, when the time for action shall ar- 
rive, the President will consider with a sin- 
cere and earnest desire that all differences be- 
tween the two nations maybe adjusted amica- 



ana wiin a more unreserved freedom than 
might be used m one addressed directly to 
the Queen’s Government. What this govern- 
ment sincerely considers the injuries it has 
suffered it is not written in the nature of a 
claim, f'lr the L nited States now make no de- 
mands against Her Majesty’s Goverumeut on 
account of injuries they feel thev have sus- 
Uiued. Although the United States are anx- 
ious for a settlement on a liberal aud compre- 
hensive basis of all the questions which now 
entcK with the entire cordial relation 
which they desire to erect between the two 
uovemments, they do not now propose or de- 
sire to set any time for this settlement; on the 
contrary, they prefer to leave that question, 
and also the more important questions of the 
means and mode of removing causes of com- 
philnt, Ol restoring the much desired relations 
of perfect cordiality, aud the preventing of 
the probability of like questions

or Her Majesty’s government. They will, 
however, be ready whenever Her Majesty’s 
government shall think the proper time has 
eome for renewed negotiations and to enter- 
tum any propositions that the government 
shall think proper time to pri'sCnt, and to ap- 
l)ly to such propositions their earnest and 
sincere wish and endeavors for a sulatiou 
honorable and satisfactory to both countries.

THE ADVANCE IN GOLD. 

New York, Dec. 22. — The chief events in 
Wall street to-day were the advance in the 
prices of gold and Govurament bonds. Tbe 
advance in the price of gold to-day was caus- 
ed by the purchases of the Spanish broker for 
the Cnbau Jnnta, who commenced in the 
opening, both bidding and buying freely of 
gold at 120}^ aud upwards, following tbe mar- 
ket steadily with bis purchases as it advanced. 
The report was enrrent in the gold room 
that the Spanish gnnboats had been 
blown up with torpedoes iu the lower 
bay, and that the Cuban Junta, through their 
broker, were buying gold in the expectation 
that political complications were likely to 
arise with Spain and the United States govern- 
ment on account tnereof. Two prominent 
stock firms in Exchange Place were also heavy 
buyers of gold, and it was stated that they 
were operating on points from Washington 
that the Government intended to take a de- 
cided stand on the Alabama question with 
Great Britain. The German bankers were 
also reported to be buying gold on 
the point that a large amount 

of bonds was coming back from Europe to 
be sold here, owing to the unfavorable con- 
stmetion of what Mr, Boutwell it tended to 
do with the funding bill to coerce the holders 
of 5-20 bonds into selling them at low prices. 
All these stories, with exaggerated comments, 
were circulated in Wall street to-day, and 
were accompanied by an amount of -excited 
purchases in gold, which, before the Septem- 
her gold panic, would have been sufficient to 
advance the price of gold ten per cent, in- 
stead of 1 per cent. The price opened at 
120>|, advanced to 121>^, and closed at 120*^. 

BONDS. 

In Government bonds 1867 were run up to 
115, but at tbe close they were dull at 114%, 
with more offering to sell than to buy. 
the stock market 

was strong and advanced until the close of 
the day, when prices fell off.

A MYSTERIOUS ML-RDER. 

A most mysterious morder, which took 
place on Monday night, has just been brought 
to light.

Charlton street. At a late hour of the 
night, Mrs, Hunt, who lives in the same 
bonse, beard a fall, and an hour later 
a man appeared in the hallway. He struck a 
light with a match and left. About two Mrs. 
Hunt’s son had occasion to go down stairs, 
when he stumbled over the lifeless body of 
Mrs. White. Aa alarm was at once raised 
aud au examination instituted, when it was 
found that her skull bad been broken, and 
that there were other marks of violence 
about her body. The body was lying 
in the ball, the head resting on a 
shawl which bad been carefully folded nuder 
I it The bosom of her dress was tom open 
ana no money found on her person, though it 
was known that the same afternoon she bad 
several ten-dollar bills in her possession. The 
case IS surrounded with great mystery, espe- 
cially as all the friends and neighbors of tbe 
deceased refuse to give information, and go 
even so far as to deny that the woman was 
murdered. An inquest was commenced to- 
day, but had to be adjourned owing to the 
absence of a material witness.

being molested or insulted for it; and then if 
we can ail unite in maintaining the public 
failh and public credit, our political differen- 
ces will uot he of much account.” 

NAVAL MATTER.'^. 

New York, December 22. — The first class 
steam frigate Bcuicia arrived at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yam yesterday, for the purpose of taking 
in the balance of her crew and stores and sup- 
plies. bhe will leave immediately for China. 

The crew of the ironclad Miaulonamah has 
been ordered to the Vermont. An order has 
liecn issued to cummin siou the Uptruard and 
Saratoga as quickly as possible, both to be 
used as storcships. 

THE CASE or MBS. .ALLEN. 

Iu tbe case of Mrs. Allen, who is charged 
by her son, an Episcopalian minister, with 
being demented on high church doctrine, her 
counsel a?kud an order at court yesterday to 
prevent extrava;rant waste of her property, 
as he !-aid thelady’s very underclothes were 
being sold. Judge Cardoza offered to ls;uc 
au injunction, if the counsel would present 
evidence to that cfllct, aud tbe case was ad- 
journed until to-day. 

RE- APPRAISEMENT OK SUGAR. 

The special Treasury ageut iu this city, with 
the aid of deputies. h:is completed the re-ap- 
pra'isal of sugars in bonded warehouses. These 
officers sampled, graded aud elassitied 120,000 
hogsheads aud 9,000 boxes of sugar. Of this 
immeusc quantity the exjiert employed by 
Col. Ilowe has found but six lots whicu bad 
been appraised Pt less than their proper grade. 
He further a.sserts that sugar of the gnuie of 
15 d. s. has been placed at 12. a loss to the 
goverumeut of two cents per pound, and 
that in one case sugar that should have paid 
duty at a grade of over 17 was pxssed at 12. 

THE ERIE LITIGATION. 

The case of Rumscy against tbe Erie Rail- 
road Company came up at Biughampton, N. 
Y., on Saturday for argument on motion to 
set aside the injunction and order appointing 
a receiver. The coart reserved iLs decisiob 
and stayed Rumscy’s proceeding. In the 
meantime the admiuiatraturs ot Aaron B. 
Hull, of Douglass, have sued the Erie Rail- 
road Company, laying the damages at $10,000. 
Mr. Hull Icit Douglass ou the west-bound 
train two weeks ago, since which he has not 
been seen nor beard from. His relatives 
thick he was killed during a collision. The 
company has offered $3,000 on a compromise. 

THE LOTTERY WAR. 

Another movement ha.s been made in tlie 
lottery war. Ben. IVood has again obtained 
control of the business. Judge Cardoza ba.s 
granted an order which reinstates Wood iu 
all the benefits to be derived from the receiv- 
ership. Wood, it is said, intends to sell the 
whole of the property at public auction, and 
wash his bauds of the entire lottery husiness. 

A CUBAN PR1V.ATKER. 

The uaval authorities are keeping a strict 
watch ou a steamer fittiug oat iu Brooklyn, 
which Is believed to be a Cuban privateer. ' 
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C'espcdcs l<«sn('s a Proclnmatiou. 

New Y'ork, Dec. ‘22. — The Sim publLbes a 
lengthy proclamation by rresident Cespedes, 
dated Guaymaro, Cuba, Nov. "JO. He claims 
to have 40,UU0 troojis, well armed, with pass- 
able discipline; to be receiving supplies ai d 
munitions of war quite regularly; asks lecog- 
iiition by Congres.-=, and says; “We have cap- 
tured 1,926 Spauisn soldiers, 1,471 of wbuui 
we have released ou parole; we have captured 
6,32‘i stands of arms and *29 pieces of artillery 
trom our enemies; our lines to-day are in rifle- 
shot of every city and town on the island. 
East of the city of Matauzas wc are able to 
engage our enemy at one point or another any 
day. We have directed ibat the armies 
should bum and destroy the cane fields of the 
i'land and disable the sugar mills. We have 
Unrated 4.‘),000 slaves at a loss of 810,00i),000. 
We have our duty to do, and taking our wisest 
counsellors into our confidence, we have 
gone straight forward in the jHMlomiauce of 
our duty.”

San Francisco, Dec, ‘2-2.— Several alleged 
relations of tbe late David C. Broderick have 
commenced suit in the L' ulted Stales Circuit 
Court against Jno. A. .Mcfiwyun, Andrew J. 
Butler and others for possession of Brod- 
erick’s property, stating that the will upon 
which the estate was administered was a 
forgery, written alter Broderick’s death by 
Alfred D. Phillips, and signed by Moses 
Flannagau. 

New Englanders in St. Louis. 

St. Lons, Dec. 22. — The banquet, given by 
New Euglauders, at the Southern Hotel to- 
night, in cuuimemuration of the landing of 
the Pilgrims, was a brilHant affair. Some 
two hundred ladies and gentlemen were 
present. Several excellent speeches were 
made, reviewing the early days of the colo- 
nies aud tracing the history of the Yankee 
States to the present time. Much good feel- 
ing was roauilested, aud the evening wa-i one 
of genuine enjoyment. 

Something .\bout Bullock, of t.eorgia. 

A Washington correspondent of the Chica- 
go Tri buiie fRcp. ) writes: 

“Senator Bullock’s couduct here since this 
Georgia bill came up has been wanting in 
dignity and respect for his office, and many 
persons speak of it as shamefnl. Tivday and 
vesterday he was the busiest man in the 
House, and constantly while the bill was un- 
der discussion has been doing all he could to 
manipulate its provisions and get it fixed to 
his own notion. He i> officially charged, in 
documents laid before the House by the State 
Treasurer (a Republican of many years’ stand- 
ing), with using $51,000 of the State's money, 
in direct violatiou of law; with appropriating 
$4,000 to himself, and to uot accountiug there- 
for; with taking and paying out $20,000 in 
disobedience of the order of ;bc lower branch 
of the Legislature; with nsiog nearly $10,000 
in the way of patronage to buy iufiuenee, aud 
with selling $265,000 in State bonds, on no 
warrant or color of authority, to the great 
detriment of the State credit'and discontent 
of the creditors in this country and Europe. 
If the Legislature had met iu a regular wav, 
he would probably bare been impcacoed. H^is 
frieuds say that now he will be elected to the 
Senate of the United States in January. In 
view of all the circumstances of hi» case, gen- 
tlemen ot character say he has shown extreme 
impudence.” 

The New York Sun’s report o4 the 
Fat men’s ball says: “Following Fisk was a 
man who throws him into tbe shadow. This 
man is Stout, of Poughkeepsie, who don’t 
belie bis name, and weighs 390 pounds, 
whereas Fisk turned the scale last ffight at 
354. Then came C. T. Duryca, 818; Stiles 
Stevens, 327 (and wife, 168;) and J. A. Lin- 
coln, 829. They Imed three sides of the hall, 
and wherever they passed the lean ones were 
hidden. An impres'ive sitcacc prevailed, for 
now the Gentiles, the scoffers, the unbeliev- 
ers, who never experienced any difficulty m 
beboldiug their kuees, recognized their own 
insignificance. Thrice they tramped around 
the hall, and tbe spectators felt the night 
sink into their memories, ’Like the dory 
dout on the mountaiu’s prow.’ ”

and courts of Jnstice seem inadequate. Both 
seem to be makiag earnest efforts, but in 
spite of their cneigetic measures, crime is 
feaifully on the inorease, and assumes a bolder 
aspect with every succeeding deed. Crimin- 
als are literally iu posscssiou of tbe city, and 
move and act according to their own sweet 
will. A score of burglaries is a poor night’s 
work; a half dozen cases of garroting in the 
course of an evening is scarcely worthy of 
comment, aud notbiug short of a Paulin hor- 
ror would startle onr citizens just now, so 
inured have they become to the sight of wick- 
edness and crime.— [Chicago Triboue.
